Fraud Upon Third Persons. 


implies fraud against third persons is to be 
found in contracts for the sale of property 
by a debtor, which by the agreement is to 
remain in the possession of the vendor. So 
far as concerns the immediate parties to 
such contracts the sale would be binding ; 
but as to creditors it would be treated 
merely as a fraud unless the sale is com- 
pletely bona fide or unless the subsequent 
possession by the vendor appear to be 
merely the condition of an executory con- 
tract. In the United States courts it is held, 
although possession is not given, yet if the 
bill of sale or conveyance is not absolute 
but conditional that the property shall re- 
main in the possession of the vendor until 
performance of the conditions, the sale 
would be fraudulent. If the bill of sale is, 
on the surface, 
merely by the way 
of mortgage or se- 
curity and pur- 
suant to an agree- 
ment between the 
parties that the 
mortgagor shall re- 
tain possession, it 
would be valid; but 
the doctrine which 
is promulgated in 
the State courts 
differs in the differ- 
ent States. In Mas- 
sachusetts, Maine, 
New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, 
North Carolina and 
Ohio we find the 
later doctrine of the 
English courts that 
possession only af- 
fords evidence of 
fraud on the first 
view, which may 
be sustained or re- 
butted by proof of 
the other circumstances of the case. In 
South Carolina the doctrine has been sub- 
ject to fluctuations, but this doctrine seems 
also to obtain there now. In Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania, Vermont, Illinois and Connecticut 
the strict rule of the old English law and of 
the United States courts is adhered to. In 
New York the question is set at rest bya 
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Where any agreement is made which 
operates as a fraud upon third persons it is 
The principal class of cases to which 

this rule applies are those where a debtor 
on the verge of insolvency makes an assign- 
ment of his goods to some person in trust 
for himself, and without consideration to 
support it. Such contracts are utterly void 
at common law, not only as they operate as 
a palpable fraud upon creditors, but because 
they are not founded upon a sufficient con- 
sideration. 

So anxious has been the desire to protect 
creditors against such frauds that a statute 
affirming the rule of the common law, and 
declaring all conveyances of goods and 
chattels not made bona fide and upon good 
consideration only in trust for the use of 
the persons conveying them, or made to 
hinder, delay or defraud creditors, to be 
void. This statute has been universally 
adopted in the United States. It does not 
apply to voluntary assignments by a debtor 
for the benefit of all his creditors, or of a 
part of them, if it is upon a sufficient con- 
sideration ; for the mere fact that it operates 
to give one or more creditors a preference 
over others is not sufficient to invalidate it. 

At common law a debtor may assign or 
transfer all of his property to a single cred- 
itor, for the purpose of giving him a pref- 
erence over all the others, if such trans- 
fer is not manifestly excessive and dispro- 
portionate to the debts which it is intended 
to cover ; and in such a case the other cred- 
itors can only satisfy their debts out of the 
surplus. Where there is a statute of bank- 
ruptey it supersedes any arrangement 
which may be made between the debtor 
and creditor in contravention of its policy 
or provisions. 

Where an assignment is made it is not 
ordinarily necessary that the creditors 
should be made technical parties, or give an 
express assent at the time it is made, but if 
they subsequently sign it, or expressly as- 
sent to it, or receive the benefit of it, they 
will be bound in like manner as if they had 
originally been parties. Where an assign- 
ment is absolute their assent will be pre- 
sumed; but not where it is conditional. 
The mere fact that an assignment is condi- 
tional, as if it requires a general release of 
liability from the creditors, or that it re- 
serves the ultimate surplus to the debtor, or 
does not purport to convey the whole prop- 

erty of the debtor, will not render it fraud- 
ulent. 

Whether an assignment on condition that 
a release shall be given does not oppose the 
statute by tending to delay and defeat cred- 
itors, has been a subject of much discussion 
and contradictory decision, although it 
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delivery and is followed by an actual and 
immediate change of possession it shall be 
presumed to be fraudulent and void, as 
against the creditors, and shall be conclusive 
of fraud, unless it shall be made to appear 
on the part of the persons claiming under 
such assignment that the same was made in 
good faith and without any attempt to 
defraud.

by reducing the chlorine present by me- 

chanically removing the chlorine from the 
solution. The consequence is the produc- 
tion of avery dense salt soda solution. from 
which the soda can be obtained by simple 
evaporation and the separation of chlorine 
in gaseous form. 

Figure 1 shows an electrolytic cell where- 
in this process may be carried into effect, 
the cell being represented in vertical sec- 
tion, and in connection with other apparatus 
for the supply and reception of the sodium 
chloride solution and of the products ob- 
tained. Fig. 2 represents a modification 
of the cell proper, also in vertical section. 

Referring to Fig. 2, A is a tank of iron to 
which one terminal from the dynamo G or 
other source of electricity is connected, so 
that this tank forms the cathode in the cell. 
The other terminal of the battery is con- 
nected to a supporting sleeve or holder for 
the carbon rod C, which is the anode in the

cell. The anode is placed in a cylinder J, 
which may be of glass, and which is open at 
the bottom. The cylinder has a flange at 
its upper rim, and by this flange it is sup- 
ported upon brackets, 4, which extend in- 
ward from therim of the vessel A. The top 
of the cylinder J is closed by a cover, D’, 
through which the support S’ for the anode 
passes. The pipe E communicates with the 


to any suitable form of pump, S, exhauster 
or suction apparatus ; g’ is a faucet through 
which is drawn the supply of sodium chlo- 
ride solution to be electrolyzed. This is 
received first in a small tank, K’, whence it 
passes to the vessel A by a tube which 
opens into the vessel A near its bottom. 

It will be observed that there is consider- 
able space between the bottom of the cylin- 
der J and the bottom of the vessel A, for 
the accumulation of the soda solution. The 
inner side of the vessel A is covered with 
varnish or other insulating coating, /, for a 
considerable distance downward. The pro- 
duction of soda is thus limited to the 
cathode surface below this coating ; the ob- 
ject being to render the upper portion of 
the salt solution in the vessel A as free as 
possible from soda. The bottom of the ves- 
sel A is funnel-shaped, and is provided with 
a faucet, a, for convenience in drawing off | 
the solution. Near the bottom of the vessel | 
A is a plate or partition, L, preferably of | 
glass, which causes the descending solution | 
to pass outwardly away from the anode, 
and also serves to intercept any bubbles of 
hydrogen which may be liberated from the | 
bottom of the tank, and prevent their as- 
cent into the solution J. 

A quantity of salt is packed in the vessel | 
A, as indicated at H. The pump in com- 
munication with the pipe E is operated until 
the level of the liquid in the cylinder J is 
from a half an inch to an inch above that of 
the liquid in the vessel A. The current is 
then established. The chlorine formed at 


| toopen the top of the cylinder ; 


the anode C (or a very large percentage of 
it) is mechanically drawn out of the liquid 
by the action of the pump and through the 
tube E to any suitable reservoir. Whatever 
chlorine may remain in the solution appears 
in the form of ascending bubbles close to 
the anode, while practically none is found 
on the wall of the cylinder J. The change 
of color of the solution is, as the chlorine is 
drawn out of it, quite manifest. Meanwhile, 
in the vessel A, soda is formed, and hydro- 
gen is liberated ; the latter if unobstructed, 
rising along the wall of the vessel and es- 
caping at the top. Most of the soda then 
goes to the bottom of the cell to forma 
strong soda solution, as indicated by the 
arrows, while of course some of it mixes 
with the salt solution. 

It will be observed that the dense soda 
solution goes to the bottom of the cell by 
its own gravity. It will thus be apparent 
that the soda is prevented from attack by 
the chlorine in two 
ways; first as a 
consequence of its 
own? gravitation to 
a place where the 
chlorine cannot 
easily get to it, and 
second by the me- 
chanical removal of 
the chlorine from 
the solution as fast 
as it is generated. 

When a body of 
salt, such as H, is 
not used, no per- 
ceptible quantity of 
hydrogen is drawn 
into the cylinder 
J. even under a 
suction much more 
powerful than that 
which meets all the 
requirements of the 
process; hence 
there is no waste 
of power due to the 
generation of hy- 
drochloric acid due 
to the union of hy- 
drogen with the chlorine. When the body 
of salt H is not employed, the anode C 
may be made shorter; not extending be- 
low the lower edge of cylinder J. There 
is an advantage in introducing the cur- 
rent of saturated salt solution at the point 
K so that it will pass, as indicated by the 
arrows, upwardly along the surface of the 
anode. 


Referring to Fig. 1, it will be observed 
that the outer vessel A, the inner cylinder J 
and the cover D’ are substantially the same 
in construction as has already been de- 
scribed in connection with Fig. 2. The 
anode C of carbon, however, instead of ex- 
tending downward into the cylinder J, ex- 
tends upward. It is inserted into a block of 
carbon, F, which is surrounded by insulat- 
ing material, 4’, and this rests upon the 
glass partition L, which is supported in any 
suitable way within the vessel A. It will 
be noticed that a flat plate, L, is here sub- 
stituted for the conical plate L of Fig. 2 
One terminal of the battery is connected in 
any suitable way to the block F. In this 
figure a mass of solid salt, I, surrounding 
the anode within the cylinder J, in addition 
to the mass of salt H in the vessel A, is 
shown, the two masses becoming practically 
one in the lower portion of the vessel A be- 
low the cylinder J. In order to conveniently 
introduce the salt into the cylinder J from 
time to time in order to strengthen the so- 
lution, asit becomes weakened at the anode, 
there is arranged above the cover D' a hop- 
per, M, having a removable cover which is 
to be kept filled with salt. In the bottom 
of the hopper there is a movable slide, m. 
By withdrawing this slide, the salt may be 
caused to descend through the cover D’ and 
into the cylinder J, so that it is not necessary 
in this way 
any loss of chlorine gas and also the intro- 
duction of atmospheric air into the cylinder 
J, is prevented, The slide is to be ground 
toa close fit or to be packed in any suitable 
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way. To supply strong salt solution in place 
of that which is weakened at the anode a pipe 
opening into the cell at K leads from the sup- 
ply vessel K’. The result is an upward cir- 
culation through the cylinder J. The weak- 
ened liquid adjacent to the anode, being of 
reduced specific gravity, also rises, and this 
weak liquor is drawn off by a pipe, N, which 
opens into the cylinder J] and communicates 
with a vessel, N’, in which the level is main- 
tained nearly the same as that in the outer 
vessel J. The overflow from this cup dis- 
charges into a tank, O, from which it is 
lifted by a pump, P, through a pipe, 7, and 
is finally discharged intoa tank, Q, in which 
a mass of salt is placed. This body of salt 
rests upon a perforated false bottom in the 
tank Q. The weakened liquor, in percolating 
down through the mass of salt in the vessel 
Q, is re-fortified, and it finally passes through 
an outflow pipe communicating with the 
bottom of the vessel Q, as shown in the 
drawings, below the perforated false bottom, 
whence it is discharged into a second for- 
tifying vessel Q’, similarly constructed, 
through the body of salt in which it perco- 
lates, and finally is discharged through a 
pipe, g*, leading tothe faucet ¢’. The valve 
of the faucet ¢’ is controlled by levers op- 
erated by afloat, #,in accordance with a 
well-known construction for controllable 
valves of this kind, which float rests upon 
the solution in the vessel K’. 

Means are thus provided for continuous 
circulation. The strong salt solution enter- 
ing the vessel A at the point K, rises 
through the mass of salt I, and through the 
liquor in the cylinder J, and becoming 
weakened through the process of electroly- 
sis, then passes in its weak state from the 
vessel J by the pipe N to the receptacle N’. 
Flowing over into the receptacle O, it is 
pumped through the pipe 7 to the vessel Q, 
and so to the vessel Q’, in passing through 
which vessels it becomes recharged with 
salt, and finally from the vessel Q’ back 
through the pipe g* and faucet g’ to the re- 
ceptacle K’. The float # of course regulates 
the float as may be desired, the valve g’ 
opening in the usual way, when the liquid 
in the receptacle K’ becomes sufficiently 
lowered to allow the float m to descend 
and so open the valve. By this means the 
electric decomposition of water freed from 
the solution by the decomposition of its dis- 
solved salt, is practically prevented. 

In connection with the receptacle Q’, 
there is arranged a short stand pipe, O’, in 
which the strengthened liquor may accu- 
mulate when the valve g’ is closed. In- 
stead of discharging the strong salt soda 
solution which, as already described, de- 
scends by its own gravity to the bottom of 
the vessel A and beneath the partition L 
through a cock of valve a, as shown in Fig. 
2, it may be discharged through a stand 
pipe, 7, into a cup, 7’, and thence be allowed 
to drip or trickle from a faucet, 7* (the 
stream being thus subdivided into drops for 
the purpose of electrical insulation) into a 
receiving funnel, 4, which communicates 
with a pipe, 4, which leads into the receiv- 
ing tank R for the dense solution. The 
chlorine which is removed through the pipe 
E by the action of the pump S may be con- 
ducted to any suitable receptacle or utilized 
as may be desired. 

In order to start the apparatus there is, 
above the a cock, Z, for the de- 
livery therein of brine. The masses of salt 
H and I placed in the cell serve both to 
keep up the strength of the solution and 
also to prevent diffusion of the generated 
soda toward the anode, and to facilitate its 
gravitation to the bottom of the cell. In 
place of such salt any comminuted sub- 
stance which will not be attacked by the 
solution may be substituted.

It was there the stand was taken in that 
grand Magna Charta, the Declaration of 
Independence ; there where Robert Morris 
parted with his wealth to save a starving 
militia and secure a grand nation. It was 
there in our day that a Joseph Patterson, 
one of Philadelphia's ablest tinanciers, did, 
at a joint meeting of Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia bankers, dissociating himself 
for the moment from the city of his birth, 
inspire courage in the hearts of the others 
to come to the aid of the United States 
Government in its hour of peril. 

As in times of war so in peace, its deeds 
of charity are second to none. When Rus- 
sia’s starving people appealed for aid it was 
the first tofreight two ships with over $250,- 
000 worth of provisions, thus showing 
that the call of humanity could have a re- 
sponsive echo, no matter how distant the 
land or how wide the seas. : 

When the Centennial celebration of our 
nation’s growth was undertaken you know 
how well its citizens discharged their duty, 
and I am proud as an American citizen to 
bear just tribute to the noble achievement 
of the citizens of Chicago in the execution 
of their herculean task in making the Co- 
lumbian Expusition an honor to Americans, 
though it is painful to see such glorious 
work clouded at its close by the dastardly 
hand of the assassin. 

I trust I may be pardoned if in vindicating 
our grass grown city I quote extracts from 
articles as others see us. The Superintend- 
ent of the Census writes : 

‘* It has been said often that Philadelphia 
isthe most American large city in the Union. 
In the matter of homes this is certainly 
true. While 83'4 per cent. of the popula- 
tion of New York city live over ten to a 
dwelling, only 1234 per cent. of the popula- 
tion of Philadelphia are found over ten toa 
dwelling, and 874% per cent. in dwellings 
having less than ten. In this remarkable 
city of homes over 95% per cent. of dwell- 
ings contain less than ten persons, and less 
than 4% percent. more. ‘The other city of 
over 1,000,000 inhabitants, Chicago, is 
about evenly divided between the two 
classes of dwellings. In New York nearly 
29 per cent. of the dwellings contain more 
than twenty persons to each dwelling, and 
6634 per cent. of the population there live 
over twenty to a dwelling. 

‘The average size of families in 1890 in 
seven of our largest cities is as follows: 
Philadelphia, 5.10; Baltimore, 5.01; Bos- 
ton, 5.00; Chicago, 4.99; St. Louis, 4.92; 
New York, 4.84; Brooklyn, 4.72. In the 
case of Philadelphia this shows an excess 
over the general average of the entire coun- 
try (4.93) of above 3 per cent. : 

As a matter of statistical comparison, it 
is well to state here that Philadelphia has 
235,033 buildings of all kinds, the letter 
carriers covering 9144 square miles of terri- 
tory, against 120,000 buildings in New York 
and 41 square miles of territory ; 128,000 
houses and 61 square miles of territory in 
Chicago, and 53,000 buildings in Boston. 
Of these 235,000 and odd buildings in the 
‘‘ Quaker City,” 83,068 are two-story dwell- 
ings (read these figures attentively: it 
means a ‘‘home” for from $8 to $13 a 
month) ; 96,771 are three story dwellings— 
a beautiful little ‘‘ home ” three stories high 
for $25 a month and even less.: I find that 
I may have extolled the ‘‘homes” of the 
Quaker City seemingly at the expense of 
the other cities discussed, but to those 
acquainted with the facts my enthusiasm is 
not out of bounds. If the old adage, ‘“‘A 
man’s home is his castle,” was ever proved, 
it is in the ‘‘ Quaker City.” 

In mentioning some of our great indus- 
tries, we stand pre-eminent in ship building, 
locomotives, saws and carpets, to say noth- 
ing of the paper business. _ , 

in presenting the substantial side of our 
grass grown city I have probably strained 
your patience, but it is not often that hay- 
seeds are blest wtih such delightful sur- 
roundings, and I thank you for remember- 
ing the Granger element in your studies of 
economic questions pertaining to the paper 
interest. 

Surely in these days of paper making the 
‘* hewer of wood” plays an important part 
in furnishing raw material. I trust I do 
not trench on the scientific secrets of our 
New England brethren. 

The paper interest of Philadelphia is only 
a reflex of the condition existing in other 
cities. A year ago all went merrily—every 
industry on which we Srpeetes was busy 
and profitable.

ideas, turning out 10, 20, 50, aye 100 tons of 
paper per diem? 

‘These thoughts are given at the request 
of your kind invitation and are merely sug- 
gestions. I trust they may lead at no far 
distant day to the evolving of a plan by 
which our industry may be prevented from 
falling into the samerdepths of despair as 
have characterized oth@r callings.

Hon. Wellington Smith, when introduced, 
said that he could not remember any such 
business depression in the United States as 
now existed. He said: It is not alone in 
paper trade: it is in everything else. 
‘* Never was there any such widespread de- 
pression as at present,” he continued. ‘' To 
think that in this American Republic the 
laborer could be made to vote for a policy 
which promised better things and less 
prices, and in so doing vote the bread right 
out of his mouth, is almost beyond be- 
lief.” 

Then turning to the trade, he told of the 
advance in the paper business. Paper could 
not go much lower in price. It had touched 
bed rock. Any change must be upward. 
The silver question has been an important 
factor in our business. ‘This depression has 
stopped the importation of foreign goods, 
and now the gold would soon come this 
way. But on the tariff question rests the 
future of business. We can produce as 
cheap as in other lands if we pay their 
wages, but who wants the laboring men re- 
duced to that? 

‘* That our laboring men have been able 
to purchase even luxuries was a fact pro- 
ductive of more trade and business. If the 
policy of the past has increased our trade in 
the past we must continue it. Protection 
must stand or fall asa whole. We cannot 
single out particular trades. It is astonish- 
ing how much labor enters into our business. 
The good condition of the masses was the 
cause of our past prosperity. 

‘* The only way to settle it is to continue 
our past policy. We don't want our mills 
shut down and our men turned out of em- 
ployment. We are under McKinley law 
It may be all upset in a few months

‘*We have done well enough in the past 
There never was a time when a laboring 
man could get so much for his dollar as last 
year.

My attention has been called to a new 
kind of curtain, recently invented. It is 
made of a combination of paper pulp and 
glass. When hung in front of a window 
the light strikes through the glass and the 
effect is very beautiful. Some time agoa 
man tried to devise a way in which curtains 
might be made of bits of glass. Of course 
a solid sheet of glass cannot be rolled up. 
If made in pieces, however, the curtain can 
be rolled. The difficulty of the invention 
was that there appeared to be no way in 
which the pieces could be put together. 
The man experimented for two years; he 
first hinged the pieces, but this cost too 
much, He then had made at great expense 
a large machine for breaking strips of glass 
into uniform pieces, which were put to- 
gether in sheet form in a dozen different 
ways, but all proved either too expensive or 
the arrangement was such that the cur- 
tains were unsatisfactory. The man dis- 
solved leather and ran it between the pieces 
This made the curtain 
He tried rubber, but 
He never thought 


to form a body. 
too dark and heavy. 
this proved too costly. 
of using paper pulp. 

Lately he conceived the idea that paper 
pulp might be advantageously used as the 
agent. He tried it and it proved successful. 
To fully explain how these new curtains are 
made it is necessary to begin with the ma- 
chine for preparing the glass. 

In the accompanying drawing a view of 
the machine is shown. A represents the 
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MACHINE FOR PREPARING GLAss. 


frame work. In the upright B are two cyl- 
inders C, C, which are simply guide rolls to 
guide the strips of glass D from the supply 
to the second set of guide rolls E. A boy 
feeds the strips of glass into the cylinders. 
Each strip is 1 inch wide and about 5 feet 
long. Only one strip at a time is handled 
in the experimental machine, but in practice 
a dozen or more may be accommodated. 
There are two set pieces F, F, which lock 
the strip of glass firmly for an instant so 
that the extreme end of the strip may be 
quickly snapped off by the falling trip lever 
G, which is worked by revolving the wheel 
I. The operator turns the wheel with the 
handle J. There is a cam K fixed to the 
wheel, so that when the wheel revolves the

cam engages with the end of the lever, 
The spring 
and the frame H is what brings the lever 
down with great rapidity, causing the piece 
at the end of the strip of glass to be snapped 
off. This is done very quickly, and there is 
a continual stream of falling pieces into the 
box M. The shelf N is a guide. 

Next the pieces are gathered up and made 
ready to apply to the curtain. A sheet of 
pulp is cast in a mold in such a way that 
there are series of square openings which 
look very much like the sketch below. 
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READY FOR THE GLAss PIEcEs. 


The paper manufacturer knows how pa- 
per pulp may be cast into the desired form, 
so that it is not necessary to describe the 
process here. The sheet is cast of the 
width and length of ordinary window cur- 
tains, the thickness being a little more than 
the glass. Next, the glass pieces are in- 
serted in the triangular openings. A row 
of red colored pieces may be put in the first 
series and blue in the next. Or any colors 
may be used, thus giving a variety. Fig- 
ures can be made by arranging the colors. 

The process of making the curtain solid, 
or, in other words, fastening the pieces of

glass permanently, is done in a simple man- 
ner. The pulp is not quite dry when the 
pieces are putin. It is all done while the 
sheet lies on a flat table surface. Over the 
whole a heavy iron roller is run by hand. 
This roller forces enough of the paper stock 
over the sides of each opening to forma 
ridge, and this ridge, when dry, holds the 
piece of glass in place very securely. Then 
the sheet is reversed and the roller is run 
over the opposite side, thus securing the 
glass pieces on both sides. This rolling, 
now done by hand, will be done automati- 
cally later. The curtain when completed 1s 
very attractive, novel and elaborate. It ad- 


mits the light freely. It can be rolled up 





on a roller like a common curtain, and it is 
comparatively light. The cost is said to be 
very small, for paper stock is cheap, and so 


is glass.

THE statistical position of the jute 
butt market is very interesting just at 
present. The spotsupply is 8,650 bales, 
and consists wholly of paper quality 
goods, as against 52,689 bales in 1892, 
and 57,105 bales in 1891. The visible 
supply to March lis 25,852 bales, con- 
sisting of 17,202 bales bagging quality 
and 8,650 bales paper quality, as against 
143,654 bales in 1892, and 112,658 
bales in 1891. In other words the 
8,650 bales now in New York are all 
the paper quality butts which are in 
sight up to March 1, a period of 
four months. This is a remarkable 
state of affairs, and it is not surprising 
that prices have rapidly advanced. 
The causes which have led up to this 
are a late and short crop, unusual buy- 
ing by Calcutta, and the almost entire 
lack of buying by American consumers 
at the usual time. The rise in the butt 
market has had its effect on gunny 
bagging, which has been following the 
course of butts at a fairly rapid rate. 





THE apparatus illustrated and de- 
scribed on the first page of this issue of 
THE JOURNAL is another of those inven- 
tions which we believe will in time bear 
fruit in the economical and commer- 
cially practicable manufacture ot caus- 
tic soda and chlorine by the electrolytic 
decomposition of chloride of sodium in 
solution.

THE paper trade cannot but feel some

PAPER STOCK J/MPORTS. 
The imports of rags and other paper | 
making fibres—jute butts excepted— 
|at the port of New York during the 
month ended October 31, as reported, 
amounted to 12,983 bales and 1,507 tons, 
the difference in quantities compared 
with the corresponding month of 1892 
being a decrease in rags of 1,052 bales, 
in old papers a decrease of 1,718 bales, 
and in manilla stocks a decrease of 3,278 
bales. There was no wood pulp im- 
ported during October and of chem- 
ical fibre 742 tons more than the Sep- 
tember imports were brought in. The 
appended tabulation shows the quanti- 
ties of paper making materials of the 
kinds mentioned which were reported | 
as having been imported during the 
month of October during five years :

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market was quiet, but most of the moving 
shares closed at higher figures. The call 
loan market was active in consequence of 
the fair business recently done in stocks, 
but rates continued upon a basis of 2 per 
cent. Time money continues offered freely, 
and lenders are liberal in their demands, 
and taking the ordinary mixed loans at 
about the same quotation as the first class. 
The demand does not increase materially. 
Rates are without change. Mercantile pa- 
per is in fair demand, but from out of town 
it is quite active. The supply does not in- 
crease to the proportion usual at this sea- 
son. Rates are 5 per cent. for indorsement, 
5% @6 per cent. for four months’ high-class 
names, and 6% to 7% for those not so well 
known. ‘The market for sterling was steady 
in tone at about one-half cent. above the 
gold importing point. Arbitrage houses 
were moderate buyers of bills against sales 
of Louisville and Nashville and a few other 
stocks. The general opinion, however, was 
that the market would weaken, and some 
went so far as to predict moderate additional | 
gold engagements within the next few days.

riginal cast iron part. 

A couple of collars on the steel addition 
to the doctor served as bearings for the 
forked lever which was to impart motion to 
the doctor. 
was made, and a cam was cast to go on the 
end of the press roll outside of the bearing. 
The cam was cast of pretty near the right 
shape and only needed a little emery wheel 
grinding to make it answer its purpose ; but 
the end of the press roll had to be turned to 
make a good bearing for the cam, and this 
was done without taking the roll out of its 
bearings. A heavy piece of iron was bolted 
to the frame of the machine, close to the 
surface of the roll end, outside of the bear- 
ing. A piece of cast steel 3 feet long was 


forged into the shape of a round nosed | 
lathe tool, and, holding this tool on the rest | 


by hand, the machine was started up and 
the end of the roll was soon turned down to 
receive the cam. 

The lever was hung so as to engage 
the doctor and the cam, and the desired 
vibration was given; but it was soon found 
that the device did little good. True, the 


doctor was vibrated, but it followed the | 


same path every time that the roll revolved, 
the only difference being that the grooves 
extended diagonally around the roll, in- 
stead of at right angles to the axis. 

The millwright determined to cure the 
trouble, and instead of the cam he bolted 
on to the end of the roll a gear having fifty- 
four teeth. He found another gear having 


fifty-five teeth, and arranged this gear on a | 


stud so that it would mesh with the fifty- 


four tooth gear on the end of the roll. Next, | 


a new cam was cast and bolted to the outer 
face of the fifty-five tooth gear on the stud. 
This time he had hit it. 
not travel as fast as the roll, for it only 
made fifty-four-fifty-fifths of a complete 
vibration while the roll was revolving once, 
so that the doctor only traveled in the same 
path once in fifty-five revolutions of the 
roll.

Pulp Strainer. 





A new pulp strainer has been brought 
out in England. Its essential feature, ac- 
cording to the Paper Record, is in its coni- 
calform. The strainer is so diposed within 
the vat that its upper surface is horizontal, 
so as to be below and level with the surface 
of the pulp to be strained, and it is sosus- 
pended in the vat that pulsating movements 
are given to it endways.

(Continued.) 

On Sunday, August 6, I took a trip | 
with a friend to Milwaukee, which, like 
Chicago, lies along the border of the lake, 
but presents a much more inviting appear- 
ance, as it is not overhung bya cloud of 
smoke found high 
towering buildings of eight to ten stories, | 
but by far more Nearly all of 
the streets have electric tramways, and the 
two wide rivers running up into the city make 
it possible for vessels to unload their cargoes 
at the warehouses and elevators. As the 
most of the 200,000 population of Milwaukee 
are of German origin, our language is heard 
on every hand. Although it was Sunday, 
the stores and saloons were open, and in the 
afternoon a concert was given in a beer 
garden by the military band from the Ger- | 
man Village at the Exposition. 

We left the same afternoon for Appleton, 
a ride of four hours, and were met by Mr. 
Escott (formerly of Aschaffenburg), super- 
intendent of the Kimberly Sulphite Fibre 
Mill. We found good accommodations at 
the Waverly House, which was also patron- 
ized this year by Richard Zanders, of Glad- 
bach, Mr. Voight, of Heidenhein, coun- 
cillor of commerce, and Ludwig Piette, of 
Pilsen. Mr. Piette, as he informed me in 
Chicago, was surprised to find the working 
capacity of American paper making ma- 
chines not only up to the statements made 
in the Papier Zeitung, but even surpassing 
them. He had, during extended obser- 
vations, been able to verify capacities of 
318 and 294 feet a minute. 

On Monday morning, August 7, we were 
taken by Mr. Escott to see the Telulah Pa- 
per Mill, where two machines are employed 
in manufacturing printing paper from sul- 
phite fibre and ground wood. The princi- 
pal advantage of this plant lies in the fact 
that all of the raw materials come in at one 
end and the paper goes out at the other, 
so that there is no confusion. The wood 
is fed up to the grinders by a toothed gear- 
ing. All of the beating engines are of a 
capacity of about 1,000 pounds and are supple- 
mented by Jordan engines. As the water 
often runs low here in winter, a steam en- 
gine of 750 horse power is kept on hand to 
help out, but has so far been little used. 
All of the mills along the Fox River have 
side tracks of course, which are built at the 
expense of the railroad. 

About an hour's ride took us from here to 
De Pere, which lies near to where the Fox 
River empties into Green Bay, an inlet of 
Lake Michigan, and which can ship directly 
to all points of the great lake. The paper 
mill of the Shattuck & Babcock Company, 
built facing the bay, has been already de- 
scribed in the Papier Zettung, and is used 
for the production of fine writing paper. 

The two large machines used here, like 
those at Holyoke, are furnished with an 
arrangement for sizing with animal glue. 
The sizing is put on, the paper is cut into 
sheets and mechanically laid into piles. 
From here the paper is taken up by means 
of an elevator to the large well heated and 
ventilated rooms above, where the sheets 
are hung upon poles to dry.

Yellow Aniline Colors for Paper 
Staining.

GOLDEN YELLOW. 
Ayellow dyestuff, consisting of dini- 


trocresol, C,Ha, ee (ONsg)e, is met in com- 


merce as an orange yellow powder in a 
somewhat moist condition under the name 
of golden yellow. It may also occur as a 
perfectly dry grayish yellow powder. This 
yellow dye has the following properties: 
When heated the dry powder deflagrates. 
It is pretty easily soluble in water, and still 
more in alcohol, forming a fine orange red 
solution. All acids,even those which are 
weak, seem to throw it out from aqueous so- 
lution. The precipitates are of a brilliant 
red color. Alkalies and ammonia dissolve 
golden yellow better than water. Such so- 
lutions are of a purple color, similar to that 
of one of coralline in alkalies. 

Golden yellow appears to be used in small 
quantities for mixing with imperial red 
(Kaiser Roth) for turning the same onto an 
orange shade. The color when dissolved in 
water shows a very small affinity for finely 
divided solid substances of mineral origin. 
Gypsum and china clay if stirred up in an 
aqueous solution of golden yellow only take |

after adding ammonia, a green one results. 
This remains green on washing, but is not a 
fine color. An aqueous solution of gelatine 
has no precipitating action. Picric acid 
mixed with golden yellow gives an orange 
red flocculent precipitate which keeps its 
color when washed. Aqueous Brazil wood 
extract, if mixed with an aqueous solution 
of golden yellow, produces a small brownish 
red precipitate. The filtrate if mixed with 
alum and then with soda gives a brilliant 
bright red precipitate. On being washed, 
however, this assumes the usual color of a 
Brazil wood alum lake and all the yellow 
passes out with the water. Aqueous log- 
wood extract gives no precipitate with solu- 
tion of golden yellow, but after adding alum 
a violet results. With aqueous methyl 
green a much more yellow green is precipi- 
tated. ‘This is quite a brilliant color and of 
an olive shade. Starch dyed with golden 
yellow will also take up some methyl green. 
Greens made in this manner are not as 
bright as those made with picric acid and 
methyl green, or with fustic lake and both 
methyl green and Lyons blue.

There is an acknowledged hardship 
in the liability for damages by the user of 
any machine or appliance who may have 
bought such an article in ignorance of a 
valid patent held by a person or firm other 
than from whom it was purchased. An 
amendment to the patent law which will 
relieve the bona fide purchaser from the 
annoyance and loss caused by infringement 
suits has been advocated for some time 
back in Tue JournaL, and doubtless it has 
only been the highly important matters 
under discussion by Congress which have 
prevented the introduction of a bill dealing 
with this subject. 

It is not uncommon for a manufacturer to 
go to great expense and trouble in adopting 
what he understands to be a new and pat- 
ented machine’ when he has no ordinary 
means of knowing whether or, not the pat- 
ent upon which he proceeds is valid against 
prior claims. The conseqwence is that heis 
liable at any time to have the whole routine 
of his business broken into by threatened 
proceedings in law or accept a compromise 
on the best terms he can get. 

No guaranty by the maker of a machine 
to a purchaser can under the present law 
be held against the demands of a patentee. 
No rule in equity can protect the user of a 
patented article if the patentee for purposes 
of monopoly chooses to close down on him, 
so that, unless the guarded terms of the 
purchase can be carried out by the seller, 
the purchaser will in common parlance 
most decidedly ‘ get left.”

Making Artificial Leather. 





An improved process for treating 
animal material for the production of arti- 
ficial leather to be used in the construction 
of gears, pulleys, mallets, &c., consists in 
disintegrating animal! material into its con- 
stituent fibres and gelatinous elements by me- 
chanical means in the presence of water in 
such manner that the fibres are torn apart but 
not cut or reduced to a fine powder, the disin-
